thorough harrowiug every week or 
ten days. 
\Vhile rains have been 


plentiful during the last month it is 
well for the apple grower to remem- 
ber the last two dry seasons and 
take every step possible to 
assure 


;ood size and quality with the crop 
now on the trees. 


Let him remember that the Indi- 


ana, apple show in Indianapolis next 
November offers numerous premiums 
for a high quality fruit. Thinning to 
the best apple on the spur will give 
as many bushels of fancy apples at 
picking time as would be harvested 
otherwi.se, with a large proportion of 
culls, but this can not take the place 
of tillage. 


Cultivation saves 
the moisture; 


and water makes up 85 per cent, of 
the fruit. 
Tillage feeds the trees; 


partly by saving the plant food that 
weeds and grass would waste, partly 
also by unlocking an additional sup- 
ply. 
Tillage removes danger from 


grass fires. It destroys 
many in- 


sects that damage fruit. It lets air 
down to the roots so that they can 
breathe. It gives an opportunity to 
work in lime or fertilizer that"may 
be greatly 
needed. It 
leaves the 


ground ready for a cover crop to be 
sown late in July, which will enrich 
the soil when plowed under the fol- 
lowing season and aid in numerous 
ways during the time it occupies the 
orchard. A few of the most valu- 
able cover crops are cowpeas, soy- 
beans, crimson clwer or hairy vetch. 
If the«e legumes are not desired, rye, 
millet, buckwheat, rape, rutabagas 
or turnips may be sowed. 


Close study for ten years in a ty- 


pical eastern orchard showed that 
tillage gives a yearly increase over 
sod culture of thirty-sis barrels an 
acre and an average net profit of 
$38.90 more per acre. 


In orchards that have been bear- 


ing many years it may be extremely 
profitable to fertilize them at 
this 


season, either witli ten tons of barn- 
yard manure or one ton 
of wood 


ashes peracre. or with Odd to 1,000 
pounds of a good commercial fertili- 
zer. 
Mature trees set thirty-five to 


the acre and producing four to five 
barrels of fruit a season will require 
more than twice as much potash-as

$232,000 and by the summer of the 
same year boats were running on 
this part.

Kagoon, Madras, Colombo, Bombay 
and Karachi report the presence of 
the disease, and from the latter part 
it has extended up into the Persian 
Gulf.

South Africa, and Dakar in Sagal, 
all have 
plague. Directly or 
in- 


directly our country is. in commer- 
cial communication with all of the 
infected 
places which 
have been 


mentioned, and it must be admit- 
ted that in view of the fact 
that 


plague is a disease of rodents which 
travel around' the world in ships, 
the United 
States must 
consider 


itself as seriously menaced by bu- 
bonic plague. 


"Under normal conditions plague 


is an epizootic disease of rodents. 
Occasionally, 
as favorable condi- 


tions 
arise, is becomes 
epidemic. 


When in the latter condition it is 
perpetuated locally and is distrib- 
uted to "distant 
ports.

most all of the great ports of the 
world, there 'is no reason to believe 
that it does not exist in theremain- 
ing ports, 
and that 
our lack of 


knowledge as 
to its 
existence in 


these ports from which it has not 
been 
reported 
means 
that the 


search for 
the disease either has 


been neglected 
or has been made 


half-heartedly. 
Careful rodent sur- 


veys have been conducted in 
only 


three ports of this country and in 
all three of these the disease 
has 


been found to exist. It is not at all 
unlikely, 
that a 
thorough 
search 


would demonstrate the presence 
of 


the disease in the other American 
ports having a large foreign com- 
merce.

it not been for the large experience 
of the examiners." 


Having 
outlined 
the condition 


which exists, Dr. Rueker gives the 
steps 
to be taken for 
protection 


from 
plague. He says there, must 


be a maritime quarantine. 
This if 


applied effectively interferes serious- 
ly with commerce. The routine dis- 
infection of ships, if done thorough- 
ly will prevent the introduction of 
rats, 
and therefore 
the introduc- 


tion of bubonic plague, but such a 
measure is of temporary value only, 
he says, and if omitted a single time 
may be followed 
by the introduc- 


tion of plague rats. 


"The second 
line .defense," he 


says, 
"is preventing the embarka- 


tion or disembarkation of rodents 
at wharfs. This is accomplished by 
thorough 
inspection and mechani- 


cal guards. 


"But the chief 
defense against 


plaugo is rat proofing the environ- 
ment in which man lives and works. 
No moderu city can afford to regard 
this precaution as a luxury. 
It is 


the duty of every municipality 
to 


incorporate in its public health and 
building codes ordinances requiring 
the 
rat-proofing of all structures 


within its jurisdiction. The only 
kind of rat proofing which is really 
worth while, is permanent imperious 
material such as brick, concerto or 
stone. This will fortify the ground 
arc as against rats. To wait for 
an epidemic before taking this pre- 
caution is both 
dangerous and un- 


usually expensive." 


In conclusion, Dr. Rueker says 


that through 
the efforts 
of Surg. 


Gen. Rupert Blue -and his co-workers 
we know that plague may be erad- 
icated or' prevented. 
The remedy 


is simple, and he states that" it lies 
within our power to decide whether 
we will make use of the well-proven 
measures of prevention and relief.
